THERE’S AN ODD twist in this one. Among the 
heavies being considered to fill in for Baksi last week was 
Jimmy Bivins, the onetime wartime contender for. Joe 
Louis’ laurels and someone whom. the champ tabbed as the 
top challenger to be reckoned with when he doffed khakai. 


But Bivins never had a feel for 
the boxing business, and he once 
told me if it wasn’t for the money 
he would’ve stuck to drawing, 
something he was truly excited 
about. With such an attitude, all 
perfectly understandable—what’s 
there about professional boxing to 
love?—the. sudden spin taken by 
Bivins was inevitable. A bunch 
of guys he could’ve licked with .
